Books of the Week. 


A RUSSIAN EXILE. I 


This is a pathetic book. M. Nekludoff 
was a Russian diplomatist of distinction 
before the outbreak of the war,. with an 
honourable career lying before him. In 
the last five years he has lost his Em- 
peror, his country, and his sons. He re- 
preserted Russia for seven years in Sofia 
and Stockholm, and when the Russian 
Revolution broke out he was Ambassador 
to the Court of Spain. Soon he discovered 
that he was out of sympathy with the 
Lenin régime, and resigned his post. Now 
he is an exile from his native land. “All 
of us,” he writes, “who have taken an 
active part in the tremendous events which 
have just occurred, belong to an irrevoc- 
able past, and history is already preparing 
to engrave our final sentence on its tables 
of bron%e. That is why—contrary to estab- 
lished custom—I have allowed myself, in 
the course of these reminiscences, to judge 
my contemporaries with complete frank- 
ness, and to say all I think about them 
and the part they have, played, when I 
have observed them, Mail them, or seen 
them act. And the dead—I bury my dead 
as my conscience dictates: to some the 
pomp of a national funeral, the mournful 
chants of Melpomene, the fumes ‘of in- 
cense and of smouldering torches; to 
others the modest procession of relatives 
and a few friends; to other again the 
felon’s end.” 

The author keeps a sharp eye on the 
foibles of the men and women whom he 
met in his varied career. While he out- 
lines the policies which prevailed in the 


; | Balkan States in the period immediately 


before the first Balkan War, he also out- 
lines what manner of man Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria was. We are made 
aware of the King’s effeminate ways, 
his exaggerated elegance, his love of 
jewels’) and  iknick-knacks,. his refine- 
ment and his intellectual affectation, 
his pretty spee€hes, and his hatred of 
riding and all sport. There was little love 
lost between him and his subjects, even 
though he was so ambitious on their 
behalf. He used to say: “Countess, 
allow me time to put on my gloves. I 
nave to shake hands with my charming 
subjects, and I never risk that with a 
bare hand ”; or ‘“ Madame, I am going to 
take you into the great hall, where the 
élite of Sofia is assembled. You will see 
dreadful faces. Don’t be alarmed.” He 
loved, the author points out, to stir u 
irreconcilable rivalries. He excelled in the 


| art of keeping the fear of judgment ever 


before political men who had conipromised 
themselves by bribery and corruption, and 
in holding them by the dread of punish- 
ment or by the necessity of relying on his 
protection or forgiveness. In 1913 there 
was in Bulgaria a Cabinet composed almost 
entirely of men who had either been 
sentenced and forgiven or were on trial for 
malpractices and abuse of power. 

The historian and the intelligent reader 
will devour the pages in which M. Nekludoff 
expounds matters of high policy, whether 
at Sofia, Stockholm, cr Madrid. There is 
another class of mind which takes an in- 
terest in the low side of Court life, and the 
career of Gregory Rasputin will fascinate 
them. Rasputin was a native of Siberia, 
i where he had Jed an extremely dissolute 
| life. Suddenly he became a preacher of

None-ef the Bedouins so lavishly praised 
by Mr. Huneker is more romantic or un- 
conventional than himself. He is a well- 
known art critic in America, and in his 
book gives some impressions of the men 
and women whom he has met—Bedowins, 
he calls them, and really, if one is to judge 
them by the company they keep, they are 
an outlandish lot.

She does not repre- 
sent— “she evokes, she sings and acts,” 
and the book of Mary Garden tells how and 
why. Other chapters are flowery apprecia- 
tions of various composers and singers.
